MARCH 8, 1974 HAROLD McGEE WOLZ ~----- The KENWOOD T-599 & R-599 


A group of 37 persons turned out to see a program given by Haroid McGee W9LZ 
concerning his new Kenwood T-599 and R-599 transmitter and receiver combination. # 
Harold explained that the receiver iis usable on all bands 160 - 2 meters 

and receives AM, FM, CW, USB, LSB,. employing converters for the 6 & 2 meter 
bands. He also mentioned thag the transmitter covers the 10-80 bands and 
operates the above modes except FM. Both units contain external power supplies, 

Throughout the talk harold let some of us younger guys in on the advancenont 
of Ham radio by comparing his modern Kenwood equipment to the equipment he, 
like all others hams used back in the 1940's. 

Harold provided block diagrams and other information with his talk to aid 
in the description of his rig.

MARCH 22nd GENAVE PROGRAMs.+.0o0 presented by Jerry McConnel WAPHD 


A group of about 40 members and guests of the IRC were in attendance for 
the program meeting of March 22nd. ‘The program was Jerry M Connell W4PHT, of 
the General Aviation Electronics Company, based here in Indianapolis, 

As Jerry explained the name GENAVE stands for General Aviation Electronics 
and until recently GENAVD'S principle business was aircraft and Marine radios 
for small aircraft pilots and small boat owners who needed vital communications 
links but who were not in a position to put large sums of money into radio gear. 

Jerry went on to say that original amateur 2 meter FM rigs (the GX 10) 
is actually one of the marine radio for 150 MHz band with minor internal 
modifications and a change on the front panel, 

Jerry brought along 4 pieces of gear to show the group: The GTX-600 
6 meter IM Rig, The GTX-100 the 220 MHz. FM Ring and the GTX-200, the 
2 meter FM rig. 

Jerrys talk went into depth concerning the technical side of the FM equipment 
and was enlightning to our group. As with recent programs, this was also 
recorded on cassette and is available from Bill Lueth W9AI for anyone who 
was unable to make the meeting.
